Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative stated an after final response had been 
filled; however at the time of the interview it was not present In the official application. Applicant's representative stated 
that the main thrust of the reply/applicant's arguments, was that the arguments on page 10 of the final rejection, were 
not in the present situation applicable. Specifically that the rejection/arguments made requires the function to be 
inherent, whereas in the Takizawa reference the function of the control mechanism is not necessarily inherent. The 
office agrees with applicant's argument in theory, however in the case of claim 17, the current claimed function is 
actually inherent in the Takizawa reference since the patentable part of method claim 1 was not similarly inserted into 
claim 17 as previously had been argued the language from the method claim that was inserted into claim 17 was 
anticipated by Takizawa (see the office action mailed 1/12/2005). Applicant's representative recognized the difference 
in the two claims and the office proposed that provided after further search and consideration those aspect of claim 1 
are allowable in the form of the apparatus claim 17, then the office will proceed to contact applicant's representative to 
insert the missing language into claim 17 by examiner's amendment. The other independent apparatus claims will be 
handled similarly . 
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
